WAGE INCENTIVE POLICY 


(No. 4 in the New Series on 
Employee Dividends) 


The management of Plomb Tool 
Compony believes that payment for 
production work should be based 
upon several fundamental principles, 
as follows: 


1. It is the policy of the company 
to guarantee hourly base rates re- 
gardless of how low an employees’ 
production may temporarily fall. 

2. Consistent failure to produce 
up to standard is considered evi- 
dence of incapability and, therefore, 
cause for dismissal. 

3. The company shall have sole 
right to determine what method and 
equipment shall be used in the per- 
formance of an operation. 

4. A time standard is set on one 
method only. When a standard is 
properly established so long as the 
standard procedure is followed, the 
standard is guaranteed against 
changes regardless of how much an 
employee earns. 

5. Payment of operators shall be 
in proportion to production. After 
the standard has been met a bonus 
for extra performance is given. A 
separate fund amounting to one- 
third of the bonus given is set aside 
for division among indirect operators 
for their indirect contribution to the 
direct operators production. 

6. When the method used on an 
operation deviates from the stand- 
are practice in any way, regardless 
of who makes the change, a new 
standard must be set by accepted 
Time Study methods. 

7. Suggestions made by employ- 
} ees for changes in method will be 
paid for in accordance with the 
established suggestion award pro- 
cedure. 

8. When a standard is improper- 
ly set in the opinion of either em- 
ployees or the management and 
when either desires to adjust the 
standard in the interest of maintain- 
ing equitable differentials in earn- 
ings and proper cost of production, 
the management will attempt to 
reach an agreement with employees. 
If an agreement cannot be amicably 
reached by employees and manage- 
ment then the machinery for hand- 
ling grievances will be employed.

Mrs. Frank Borden, who some weeks 
ago received a message from the War 
Dept., of the death of her son, Johnny 
Borden, in Italy, this week received a 
detailed letter of his death from his 
commanding officer. 

Mrs. Borden also received the Purple 
Heart and the Medal of Merit from the 
War Dept. 

The letter from his commanding offi- 
cer follows: 


In lialy, 

Nov. 16, 1943. 
Mrs. Frank Borden: 
Dearest Madam: 

I understand that you have been 
notified about your most precious son. 
I could not write you any particulars 
until I had this information. 

Mrs. Borden I write you in a cloud 
of mixed emotions, wondering if my 
letter will help to lighten the burden. 
I know your heart is very heavy. And 
it is the hardest: job of all, to write a 
mother or father of the loss of their 
loved one. Although God selects his 
own flowers for his basket of roses, 
Johnny passed from this earth quickly 
and there was no suffering, not one 
second. 

During the battle of Salerno Johnny 
was driving a jeep and carrying one 
of my officers and two other men with 
him. They were going toward the 
front lines to bring back some captured 
prisoners. Johnny drove into a hidden 
mine on the road. The explosion took 
the lives of all four of my good boys. 
Mrs. Borden we can get replacements, 
but Johnny can never be replaced in 
our hearts, the entire company goes 
about with a bowed head at the men- 
tion of Johnny’s name. I only wish 
that I was there to talk to you, to tell 
you about the fine job he was doing 
for his country. 

At the time of this incident, every 
man was needed at the front line to 
fight. None could be spared to bring 
prisoners to the rear. My Lieutenant, 
according to witnesses told Johnny it 
was very dangerous to go there. 
Johnny said “If it will help to relieve 
this situation, I'll drive you there.” 
They had made a decision to go after 
the prisoners, God bless them, they 
passed on as much a hero to me as if 
they had captured one hundred Ger- 
mans themselves. 

I must close now, Mrs. Borden. I 
do not know if Mr. Borden is there or 
not. Please pass my message on to 
Johnny's friends there and I only hope 

I have helped to lighten the load on 
your already over-taxed heart. 

Johnny's remains lie in a nice burial 
ground at Paestum, Italy.
